ROY BURNHAM ON 


TRIAL FOR MURDER 


Charged With Killing John 
Mosier In the Sand Flat 
Schoolhouse in ’09 


The case of the state of Texas vs. 
Hoy Burnham, charged with the kill­ 
ing of Jno. Mosier, his father-in-law, 
in the Sand Plat schoolhouse on the 
evening June 26, 1909, has 
been 
on trial in the district court most all 
this vteek. 
Quite a number of wit­ 
nesses from the community in which 
the tragedy occurred and from other 
sections of the state, have been in a t­ 
tend nee. Hon. T. J. McMurray is 
ng County Attorney 
Ratliff 
prosecution, while Hon. R. E. 
ll is leading the denfense, as­ 
hy Hon. Frank J. Ford and 
ate Senator C. V. Terrell. 
BurnhahiV wife and 
child have 
been in attendance on the trial. 
Immediately following the close of 
thi9 trial the case against Ferrell 
Burnham, cousin of the man now on 
trial, will be called 
Ferrell Burn­ 
ham stands charged with being an ac­ 
complice. 
The story of the tragedy as n arrat­ 
ed by the several witnesses is in brief 
as follows: Roy Burnham and his 
father-in-law, John Mosier, fell out 
over some alleged bad treatment of 
Mosier’s children at 
the hands of 
Burnham; that Burnham was unkind 
to his wife, and had made uncalled- 
for remarks about her in the neigh­ 
borhood. 
Mosier induced his daugh­ 
ter leave Burnham, and the feeling 
between the men became bad. 
The 
couple had been separaten for some 
time, and young Burnham had been 
in Oklahoma, when he returned and 
brought about the sudden and tragic 
ending of John Mosier at the Sand 
Flat schoolhouse in the Park Springs 
community. 
The neighbors and parsioneers of 
Rev. Mu Hinger were gathering at the 
little school house for evening pray­ 
er. 
John Mosier had entered the 
house with his daughter; Hullinger 
the minister, had ascended the ros- 
tum, and while watched the gathering 
of his little flock, a pistol shot rang 
out, then two more in rapid success­ 
ion, and all that was mortal of John 
Mosier was a limp and bleeding mass 
of quivering flesh, stretched on the 
4fe£f||: had taken when he came into 
the nJkildmg, Roy 
Burnham, with 
smoking revolver in hand, was re-

McDonald was attacking 
Brown’s wife with a chair at the time 
Brown shot.

St. Clair For Commissioner 


One of the most peculiar and mys­ 
terious happenings in the history of 
the 
county occurred last 
Sunday 
morning at Alvord. 
S. M. Coving­ 
ton, one of the most prominent citi­ 
zens of that town, was found uncon­ 
scious at his home, with his left 
shoulder bruised and broken, and 
for more than fourteen hours he was 
in an unconscious condition. 
We 
learn that mystery surrounds the sad 
affair, and that up to the present the 
injured man has not been able to 
give a statement clearing up the mat­ 
ter. Mr. Covington is superintendent 
of the Baptist Sunday school in Al­ 
vord, and last Sunday morning after 
closing, the services he returned to 
his home. 
The other members of the 
family were at the church, remaining 
after the Sunday school was dismiss­ 
ed for the preaching service. 
Mr. 
Covington did not return for the ser­ 
vice, and when the other members of 
the family reached home they found 
him 
lying 
unconscious o n t h e 
floor in 
one of the rooms. 
H i s 
left shoulder was broken. 
Doctors 
were immediately summoned and for 
more than fourteen hours they labor­ 
ed with the injured man before he 
regained consciousness. 
A phone 
message from Alvord to the Messen­ 
ger states that Mr. Covington is rest­ 
ing easy, but he has not been able to 
explain how he was injured.

tried at the term of court following 
killing*. Judge D. A. McCall was the 
presiding judge, owing to illness of 
Judge Patterson. 
Almost a whole 
week was taken up in the trial of the 
cases. 
The jury gave Roy Burnham 
a twenty-year term in the penitentiary 
and Ferrell Burnham received a ver- 
dict/ff ten years in the same institu­ 
tion. The cases were appealed, pend­ 
ing which the Burnhams were releas­ 
ed"^ bond. 
After a wait of several 
months the cases came 
before the 
higher courts when they were revers-

the Kellogg Toasted Corn Flake 
Co., requires ten thousand bushels 
of corn a day for the making of its 
product. The Kellogg trophy was 
offered to be awarded in annual 
competition for the b£st single ear 
of corn until won twice by the 
same producer. 
The fact that the 
Kellogg product is made only from 
selected white corn, while the win­ 
ning ear was of a pronounced yel­ 
low type, was a peculiar feature. 
The Kellogg trophy was won in 
1910 at Columbus, Ohio, by R. A. 
James, of Charleston, 111., with a 
magnificent ear of Reid’s Yellow 
Dent, but not so perfect an ear as 
that which originally won the tro­ 
phy arid which has become known 
as “the best ear of corn ever 
grown.”
